 In compliance with the Rules of the House of Representatives, the following statement is made concerning 
the vote of the Committee on Ways and Means during the markup consideration of the Referral to the Honorable 
Eric H. Holder, Jr., Attorney General, of former Internal Revenue Service Exempt Organizations Division Director 
Lois G. Lerner for possible criminal prosecution for violations of one or more criminal statutes based on evidence 
the Committee has uncovered in the course of the investigation of IRS abuses. 
 

Pursuant to House Rule XI(2)(g)(1), the motion for the Committee to go into executive session for 
consideration of referring for criminal prosecution Lois Lerner, the former IRS Director of Exempt Organizations, 
by the United States Attorney General was agreed to by a roll call vote of 23 yeas to 14 nays (with a quorum being 
present).
